Federal laws have banks 
leery of getting involved

In today’s technologically advanced soci- 
ety, where financial transactions rarely leave 
the realm of touch screens, the state and 
businesspeople hoping to break into the lu- 
crative medical marijuana business are pre- 
paring for a quaint relic from the past: cash. 

Lots of cash. 

The conflict between state and federal law 
has set up a banking conundrum for the med- 
ical pot industry. Medical marijuana is legal 
in 29 states, including Michigan, but it is still 
considered an illegal controlled substance by 
the federal government. 

Banks are leery of doing business with 
marijuana entrepreneurs because it could vi- 
olate their federal charters, said Elizabeth 
Khalil, a partner at the Dykema law firm in 
Chicago and leader of the firm’s financial reg- 
ulatory practice, which includes advising cli- 
ents in the medical marijuana industry.
